The  New  Hunters  Point 
a  new  town  within  the  city 

Ridgeview  Terrace  and  similar  residential  devel- 
opments to  come  in  Hunters  Point  are  designed 
primarily  to  provide  modern,  well-designed  homes 
for  families  of  modest  means. 

Because  of  that  goal,  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  (HUD)  provides 
for  long-term,  low-interest  mortgage  assistance  on 
the  homes* 

This  assistance  alone  permits  greatly  reduced 
rents  for  all  who  live  in  Ridgeview  Terrace 

Additionally,  to  make  sure  that  families  of  the 
most  modest  incomes  are  beneficiaries  of  the  new 
housing,  HUD  provides  that  families  qualifying  in 
low  income  ranges  are  entitled  to  even  more  dras- 
tically reduced  rents!

'Ridgeview  Terrace  is  built  under  Section  236  of  the  National  Housing 

Act. 

The  Federal  Government  assists  this  housing  by  paying  all  mortage 
interest  in  excess  of  1  percent  This  enables  rents  to  be  reduced  to  a 
Base  figure  The  Base  rent  must  be  collected  for  every  home  in  order 
to  amortize  the  mortgage  at  1  percent  interest  A  resident  will  pay  either 
the  Base  rent  of  25  percent  of  his  adiusted  monthly  income,  whichever 
is  greater,  until  he  reaches  the  maximum  income  permitted  for  admission 
to  the  housing  After  admission,  a  resident  s  income  may  rise  beyond 
the  income  limit,  and  he  is  permitted  to  continue  occupancy  so  long  as 
he  pays  a  proportionate  share  of  his  income  for  rent  until  he  reaches  a 
fixed  unassisted  rent 

Ridgeview  Terrace  housing  will  be  further  assisted  by  applying  Federal 
Rent  Supplements  to  40  percent  ol  the  homes  Federal  Rent  Supple- 
ments enable  the  rents  to  be  reduced  by  as  much  as  70  percent  so  that 
very  low-income  residents  also  will  only  be  required  to  pay  25  percent 
of  their  adiusted  monthly  income  for  rent 
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
